WE print elsewhere a card from the 


Hon. JESSB L. WILLIAMS, who calls 
attention to the fact that the interest 
on the original cost of water power 
must be considered in computing the 
float of steam and water power. 


IT is the tax payers and not the 


council who are proposing to build 
water works. The council and water 
works trustees are the agents of the 
people and it IB expected that they 
will move in every way as though it 
wss their personal enterprise, using 
the same judgment and economy as 
they do in their own business. 


A FABHEB proposes to buy a pair 


of blankets, and goes to his dry goods 
store. The merchant shows him two 
pairs, one made by a French, and the 
other by a New England manufactur- 
er. The quality of the blankets is 
titie same and there is no difference 
*5f their real value, yet the merchant 
offers the French, blankets for *2.50, 
while for the American he wants $5. 
The difference in price naturally in- 
duces the farmer to select the French 
blankets, bnt the merchant reminds 
him that there is a duty to pay of 125 
percent on the value, amounting to 
$3.12, making the cost to the fanner 
$5.62. "But," saya the farmer, "What 
does this tax mean? I am willing 
to pay my share of taxes and I 
wouldn't complain at a tariff of sixty- 
two cents (25 percent) although that 
would be unfair, but to tax me $ 
on a pair of blankets worth only $2.oO, 
is outrageous. 
Why, I had better 


take the American blankets at $5, and 
then the government will get noth- 
ing." 
"Exactly," says the merchant, 


"That is just what Uncle Sam intends 
that yon shall do. The purpose of 
the tariff is not to make revenue for 
the government, bnt to compel you to 
support home manufacturers." Bad 
as a protective tariff is in theory, 
it is still worse in practice. 


TKE 
TTEBTIOK OF POWER, 


THE SEHTTSKL has no desire to in- 


fluence or prejudice public opinion 
on the subject of power for water 
works, but does insist, in the. interest 
of the tax-payers of this city, that 
nothing be done hastily or without 
careful investigation. At Lafayette 
and Toledo such mistakes were made 
in the construction of water works al 
the onteet as to materially increase 
their cost. Very much stress is laid 
by some active opponents to water 
for power on the fact that Mr. COOK 
does not advise the use of water 
power. We do not wish to detract one 
particle from the good opinion that oar 
citizens generally have of Mr. Ooos. 
and the respect they entertain for his 
opinions, bnt that Mr. COOK and Mr. 
LANZ, the latter regarded as the lead- 
ing hydraulic engineer of the country 
both made serious mistakes of judg- 
ment at Toledo is certain, since the 
actual cost of the works exceeded 
several times the estimated cost as 
given by these gentlemen. We do 
not understand that the citiaena o 
Toledo blame either Mr. COOK or Mr 
LAKE, or that their reputations as 
engineers have Buffered thereby, bnt 
we mention tbe fact to show that even 
civil engineers are fallible. ;Mr. WJL- 
XJAMB too, another engineer of repu- 
tation, when engineer of the Wabash 
and Erie Canal, published n number 
of pamphlets and circulars to show 
-£IB Raving to the city in the construc- 
tion and operation of water works by 
the employment of water power for 
pumping, and ttxy urgently demand* 


ed thafthe city then purchase the 
o&nalfor that purpose. He now con- 
fesses his mistake, and says that the 
city would have made a great blunder 
had it adopted :his suggestion. Com- 
paratively trifling things .frequently 
influence the judgment ot the very 
best men. It is possible that Mr. 
WILLIAMS, then in the employ of the 
bondholders of the canal, having for 
years been guarding their interests 
naturally 
and 
perhaps properly, 


when it became necessary to sell the 
canal saw in it a valuable water pow- 
er to the city, and in the city a desir- 
able customer for 
his employers. 


When, however, the property passed 
from their hands, and he had no in- 
terest in the sale, but did in the pur- 
chase, he could consider its value 
without prejudice. There are persons 
who have attributed Mr. WILLIAMS'S 
sudden change of views to a disap- 
aointment in not having been invited 
»become one of the purchasers of 
the canal at the sale, but we give him 
credit for honesty of purpose, and 
admit that most meu situated as was 
tfr. WILLIAMS at that time would 
mve advised the city just as he did. 


The canal has been made a great 


mgaboo in the discussion of water 
works, and it is undoubtedly true that 
there has been such a prejudice raised 
against its use or purchase for water 
works purposes, that it would require 
more courage than the average coun- 
cilman has to even consent to an esti- 
mate being made of the comparative 
cost of steam or water power. 
Mr. 


HETTLEB,- Mr. WILLIAMS and Mr. 
PAGE have so industriously cried 
•ring," "stealing," "swindling," etc., 
that we are disposed to believe that 
they really think that there is some 
money being made by somebody. 


Now let us look at the real facts. 


The city of Fort Wayne proposes to 
build water works. It is alleged the 
chief expense in the operating of wa- 
ter works, is the cost of maintaining 
power for pumping. It is claimed that 
in the cities of Logansport and South 
Bend—cities smaller in size than Fort 
Wayne—the cost of operating the 
works is inconsiderable, because they 
use water power. There is in the city 
of Fort Wayne a water power which 
is equal, for the purposr^ to either the 
Logansport or South Bend power, and 
it is said that it can be rented or pur- 
chased. This power 
IB owned by 


two citizens of Fort Wayne, Mr. BASS 
and Mr. SIMOSE, and we have never 
heard it claimed that they have ever 
swindled anybody or stolen anything. 
If, however, they have, it does not 
alter the position of the SESTETEL. 
We are not trying to assist the owners 
of the canal in making the sale, but 
we do insist that tbe council and water 
works commissioners, before they per- 
manen tly adopt steam for power, hare 
a careful estimate made of the com- 
parative cost of the two kinds of power, 
and if it should result that water 
power can be used with-greater econ- 
omy than steam then it would be the 
duty of the council and commissioners 
in the interest of the tax-pavers to 
employ that power, regardless of the 
bowls of interested individuals who 
are governed purely by malice, and 
care nothing for the public good.

Barber has made a statement since 


his arrest, to the effect that he former- 
ly lived in Eiehmond, Va.; that the 
young woman he shot to-night is not 
his wife, but he has lived with her off 
and on for several years; that he 
wished to marry her, but the old .wo- 
man (her mother) would not consent; 
that the old woman forced her daugh- 
ter to prostitute herself for money as 
a source of revenue, and .that she was 
vicious and vile; that when he left the 
house a few days ago, it was in conse- 
quence of a quarrel with Mrs. Schoud- 
ler about her daughter, he wishing to 
marry the latter, but the old woman 
refused to give her consent; that he 
went to the house to-night un- 
der

daughter, and if so, he wanted to 
know it; that when he entered the 
room in which the women were, Mrs. 
Schoudler drew a pistol on him and 
he shot her; that he did not intend 
to shoot the daughter;

first shot was fired he heard a noise in 
the adjoining room, the door of which 
opened, and thinking he saw a man 
he raised his pistol hastily, to defend 
himself, when it was discharged un- 
intentionally, the ball striking the 
young woman in the breast as above 
stated.

A Fall History «ff the Negotiations 


for I*» RHIIKODI—Where It Now 
Is. 
Another, though not filial chapter 


must be written in t'ue strauce ro- 
mance of the theft ot Alexander T 
Stewart's body. 
The negotiations 


begun in Januaary last have come to 
naught, and the body is still in the 
hands of the robbers. 
Of the five 


robbers, only Henry G. Remain is 
known by name. 


The lawyer through whom they 


have sought to negotiate, is Patrick 
H. Jones, formerly postmaster and 
later register of New York. 
The 


sum demanded was $200,000. 
Judge 


Hilton refused to pay more than $25,- 
000, the original reward for there- 
turn of the body. 


All efforts having failed to secure 


both the robbers and the body, Judge 
Hilton, on July 24th, reopened negotia- 
tions for a ransom of the body, with- 
out regard to the conviction of the 
thieves. 
These negotiations are now 


pending. The name of the detective 
who is represented aa a Jones county 
agent, but who in reality only ap- 
proached him to inform him that he 
was under the espionage of the police, 
is James Irving, formerly captain of 
detectives of the police force. 


He was accused several years ago of 


complicity nlongwith Detective Philip 
Farley, now of the excise office, in the 
Bank of England forgeries, and after 
two triali was diamiwod from the 


force. .Farley had previously resigned. 
Irving tendered his services to Judge 
Hilton when the search for Stewart's 
body began, but his help was soon 
dispensed with. 


Jndge Hilton does not say that 


Stewart's body has not been recovered, 
and will not be'»een by reporters now. 
Four men are on guard at the Stewart 
cathedral crypt-a* Garden City, Long 
.Island, an^ a gentleman of position in 
the city is reported as saying, "It is 
hard to say positively how far nego- 
tiations have gone;with^the Stewart 
grave robbers, but I feel pretty cer- 
tain the transfer of the body has al 
ready been effected, and that Judge 
Hilton has it safe at the present 
moment."

" T H E SEHTIHEL'S" PLATFOEM. 
No single member of the council 
irill be permitted to "run" thia enter- 
]m8e to suit himself, or to bulldoze 
lihe council or the board of water 
worki trasteei, nor will he be permit- 
^jed to gratify his personal malice at 
l i e expense of the people. That might 
•just as well be understood now as here- 
tfter. 


IN a well considered article the 
e'iweite truly says that "the question 
of steam or water power is one to be 
settled in the future." We agree with 
the Oasette on that point. 


We print elsewhere a card from the 
Hon. JESSB L . WILLIAMS, who calls 
attention to the fact that the interest 
on the original cost of water power 
must be considered in computing the 
«OBt of steam and water power. 


IT is the tax payers and not the 
covncil who are proposing to build 
water works. 
The council and water 
works trustees are the agents of the 
people and it is expected that they 
will move in every way as though it 
was their personal enterprise, using 
the same judgment and economy as 
they do in their own business. 


A FAEMBB proposes to buy a pair 
of blankets, and goes to his dry goods 
store. 
The merchant shows him two 
pairs, one made by a French, and the 
other by a New England manufactur- 
er. 
The quality of the blankets is 
the same and there is no ilifierence 
i^their real value, yet the merchant 
offers the French blankets for 12.50, 
while for the American he wants $5. 
The diflference in price naturally in- 
duces the farmer to select the French 
blankets, but the merchant reminds 
him that there is a duty to pay of 125 
percent on the value, amounting to 
$3.12, making the cost to the farmer 
$6.62. "But," says the farmer, "What 
does this tax mean? I am willing 
to pay my share of taxes and 
wouldn't complain at a tariff of sixty- 
two cents (25 percent) although that 
would be unfair, but to tax me $3.12 
on a pair of blankets worth only $2.50, 
is outrageous. 
Why, I had 
better 
take the American blankets at $5, and 
then the government will get 
noth- 
ing." 
"Exactly," says the merchant, 
"That is just what Uncle Sam intends 
that you shall do. The purpose of 
the tariff is not to make revenue for 
the government, but to compel you to 
support home manufacturers." Bad 
as a protective tariff is in theory, 
it is still worse in practice. 


T K E 
UESTIOE OF P O W E E . 


T H £ SENTIKBL has no desire to in- 
flaence or prejudice public opinion 
on the subject of power for water 
works, but does insist, in the interest 
of the tax-payers of this city, that 
nothing be done hastily or without 
<»reful investigation. At Lafayette 
and Toledo such mistakes were made 
in the construction of water works at 
the outset as to materially increase 
their cost. 
Very much stress is laid 
by some active opponents to water 
for power on the fact that Mr. CooK 
does not advise the use of water 
power. We do not wish to detract one 
particle from the good opinion thatomr 
eitaxens generally have of Mr. OooK 
aad the respect they entertain for his 
opinions, but that Mr. CooK and Mr. 
I/AKX, the latter regarded as the lead- 
i i ^ hydraulic engineer of the country, 
both made eeriouB mistakes of judg- 
aoent at Toledo is certain, since the 
actnal cost of the works exceeded 
•everal times the estimated cost as 
given by these gentlemen. 
We do 
not understand that the citiaena of 
Toledo blame either Mr. COOK or Mr. 
LAKK, or that their reputations as 
engineers have euSered thereby, bat 
we mention the tmiist to show that oven 
ci-ril engineers are fallible. .Mr. Wii/- 
UAKfl too, another engineer of repu- 
tation, when engineer of the Wabaah 
and Erie Canal, pi4>liifti«d ^ number 
•f pamphlets and circulars to show 
fte saving to the city in the ooqi^c- 
tion and operation of water works by 
the employment of water power for 
pumping, And T ^ urgently demiad- 


ed tlul^lie city then purchase ^ e 
oanal for th^t purpose. Henowoett' 
fesses his mistake, and «ays that the 
city would have made a great blunder 
had it adopted'his su^p^tidn. 
Com- 
paratively trifling things frequently 
influence the judgment o€ the very 
best men. I t is possible that Mr. 
W i i i U A M S , then in the employ of the 
bondholders of the canal, having for 
years been guarding their 
interests 
naturally 
and perhaps 
properly, 
when it became necesaiiy to sell the 
canal saw in it a valuable water pow- 
er to the city, and in the city a desir- 
able customer for his employers. 
When, however, the property passed 
from their hands, and he had no in- 
terest in the sale, but did in the pur- 
chase, he could consider its value 
without prejudice. 
There are persons 
who have attributed Mr. WILLIAMS'S 
sudden change of views to a disap- 
pointment in not having been invited 
to ^come one of the purchasers of 
the canal at the sale, but we give him 
credit for honesty of purpose, and 
admit that most men situated as was 
Mr. Wii^LlAMS at that time would 
have advised the city just as he did. 


The canal has been made a great 
bugaboo in the discussion of water 
works, and it is undoubtedly true that 
there has been such a prejudice raised 
against its use or purchase for water 
works purposes, that it would require 
more courage than the average coun- 
cilman has to even consent to an esti- 
mate being made of the comparative 
cost of steam or water power. Mr. 
HETTLER, M r . 
WILLIAMS a n d M r . 
PAGE have so industriously 
cried 
ring," "stealing," "swindling," etc., 
that we are disposed to believe that 
they really think that there is some 
money being made by somebody. 


Now let us look at the real facts. 
The city of Fort Wayne proposes to 
build water works. 
It is alleged the 
chief expense in the operating of wa- 
ter works, is the cost of maintaining 
power for pumping. It is claimed that 
in the cities of Logansport and South 
Bend—cities smaller in size than Fort 
Wayne—the cost of operating the 
works is inconsiderable, because they 
use water power. 
There is in the city 
of Fort Wayne a water power which 
is equal, for the purpos?, to either the 
Logansport or South Bend power, and 
it is said that it can be rented or pur- 
chased. 
This power is owned by 
two citizens of Fort Wayne, Mr. BASS 
and Mr. SIMONS, and we have never 
heard it claimed that they have ever 
swindled anybody or stolen anything. 
If, however, they have, it does not 
alter the position of the SENTINEL. 
We are not trying to assist the owners 
of the canal in making the sale, but 
we do insist that the council and water 
works commissioners, before they per- 
manently adopt steam for power, have 
a careful estimate made of the com- 
parative cost of the two kinds of power, 
and if it should result that water 
power can be used with greatei econ- 
omy than steam then it would be the 
duty of the council and commissioners 
in the interest of the tax-payers to 
employ that power, regardless of the 
howls of interested individuals who 
are governed purely by malice, and 
care nothing for the public good.

The freight train expected to reach 
Clemen ton in time to allow the excur- 
sion train to pass, but when nearing 
Clementon the trains came in sight, 
and the engineers whistled 
down 
brakes. 
The freight train slowed up 
considerably, but the excursion train 
was going at a rate of about 
fifteen 
miles an hour when the trains came 
together. The freight train was partly 
thrown over an embankment, but 
the excursion train remained on the 
track. 
The engineers and 
firemen, 
finding 
a collision inevitable, saved 
themselves by leaping from the engines. 
When the whistles blew the con- 
ductor on the excursion train rushed 
to one brake and the two brakemen 
to othera, and they were jammed to 
death in the collision, together with 
a deaf mute and a passenger standing 
upon the platform. 
The 
passengers 
in the cars were not injured, except 
two, slightly. 
The 300 passengers, 
men, women and children, were taken 
from the cars through the windows. 
Some continued their trip to the sea- 
side, but a far greater number re- 
turned home. 
The bodies of the dead 
were taken to Camden, where an in- 
quest will be held. 
The cause of the 
calamity appears to have been gross 
carelessness on the part of the Cam- 
den officers of the road. 
The 
train 
orders sent the freight conductor 
were so worded that they were mis- 
construed. 
The following are the 
names of the killed: 
Conductor A. 
E. Worthington, Brakeman E. Wood, 
Jacob Deginth, news agent, S. Smith 
and Charles Schual, a deaf mute. 


St. Louis, Aug. 14.—A cold-blooded 
and most atrocious double murder was 
committed here to-night. 
Thaddeus 
Barber, a plumber, who keeps a small 
shop on the corner of Sixth and Pop- 
lar streets, and who lives with a fam- 
ily consisting of his wife, a little boy 
about seven years old, and the wife's 
mother, an old German woman named 
Schoudler, at 817 South Fourth street, 
quarrelled with his wife four or five 
days ago and left liome. 
About half- 
past 7 o'clock to-night he returned 
and slipped into the house, and while 
his mother-in-law sat reading (his wife 
was lying on a bed in the same room), 
he fired a bullet into Mrs. Schoudler's 
brain, killing her almost instantly, and 
then shot his wife through the left 
breast, inflicting a mortal wound. He 
then left home, but was arrested a few 
minutes later and locked up. 
Aside 
from the fact that Mrs. Barber was 
very weak from the eñéctof the injury 
received, she was extremely reticent 
and would give no particulars of the 
affair or tell what the quarrel between 
her and her husband was about. She 
was sent to the hospital. 


Barber has made a statement since 
his arrest, to the effect that he former- 
ly lived in Richmond, Va.; that the 
young woman he shot to-night is not 
his wife, but he has lived with her off 
and on for several years; that he 
wished to marry her, but the old wo- 
man (her mother) would not consent; 
that the old woman forced her daugh- 
ter to prostitute herself for money as 
a source of revenue, and that she was 
vicious and vile; that when he left the 
house a few days ago, it was in conse- 
quence of a quarrel with Mrs. Schoud- 
ler about her daughter, he wishing to 
marry the latter, but the old woman 
refused to give her consent; that he 
went to the house 
to-night un- 
der 
the 
impression 
that 
a 
man 
was 
there 
with 
the 
daughter, and if so, he wanted to 
know it; that when he entered the 
room in which the women were, Mrs. 
Schoudler drew a pistol on him and 
he shot her; that he did not intend 
to shoot the daughter; 
but after the 
first shot was fired he heard a noise in 
the adjoining room, the door of which 
opened, and thinking he saw a man 
he raised his pistol hastily to defend 
himself, when it was discharged un- 
intentionally, the ball striking the 
j'oung woman in the breast as above 
stated. 
He regrets this part of the 
affair very much, but rather glories 
over the killing of the old woman, 
and says he is willing to hang for it. 
The child mentioned above is now 
said not to belong to either Barber or 
the young woman.

known by name. 


The lawyer through 
whom they 
have sought to negotiate, is Patrick 
H. Jones, formerly postmaster and 
later register of New York. The 
sum demanded was $200,000. 
Judge 
Hilton refused to pay more than $25,- 
000, the original reward for the re- 
turn of the body. 


All efforts having failed to secure 
both the robbers and the body. Judge 
Hilton, on July 24th, reopened negotia- 
tions for a ransom of the body, with- 
out regard to the conviction of the 
thieves. 
These negotiations are now 
pending. 
The name of the detective, 
who is represented as a Jones county 
agent, but who in reality only ap- 
proached him to inform him that lie 
was under the espionage of the police, 
is James Irving, formerly captain of 
detectives of the police force. 


He was accusea several years ago of 
complicity along with Detective Philip 
Farley, now of the excise office, in the 
Bank of England forgeries, and after 
two trialf was diwnisMd from the 


force. F a r l ^ had wrevi»ii«lf 
Irving tendered his iervicee to Tfi4ge 
Hilton wh«i the search for Bt^Wñfv» 
body began, but hia help wiM #00^1 
dispensed with. 


Judge Hilton does not any that 
Stewart's body haM not been recofere^j, 
and will not be »»een by repfttUtm now.

In the meantime she had be- 
come acquainted with a "song and 
dance" man" named Willis Clark. A 
few days ago Annie was married to 
Willis Clark at St. Patrick's Cathedral 
in that city. The day she was married 
she sent a letter to English, tellinghim 
of her wedding. 
A few days after she 
received a telegram from him saying 
that he was coming to New York. 
Three days after he arrived, and the 
next day called upon the newly mar- 
ried couple and asked to see Mrs. Clark 
alone. 
Mrs. 
Clark granted the in- 
terview. 
The scene, as told by Mrs. 
Clark afterward, was a very affecting 
one. 
He begged her to leave her 
husband and fly with him.

her lot and begged him not to think 
ol her again. On Tuesday English 
sent another note to Mrs. Clark, re- 
questing her to meet him.

WATER WORKS. 


-Where S h a l l ftk« S n p p l y h e Tnlcen 
From — Mr. Willlnni)« Kvldently 
Mf«fnlKen, 


To the Editor of the HKNTiNEf,: 


According to Mr. Cook's plan our 
water supply is to be obtained from 
wells. 
1 was at first somewhat skep- 
tical 
as to the feasibility of 
wellfi, 
being 
largely 
influenced 
by Mr. Williams's Jack of confidence 
in them. 
However, since reading Mr. 
Cook's and Mr. Lane's reports I have 
come to the conclusion that we should 
by all means use wells. I therefore dis- 
agree with Mr. William« entirely, but 
think it is no more than fair that he 
should be heard on the subject and 
therefore reqqestyou to reprint a letter 
written by him pnyhe inatter three or 
four years ago. II appears that Mr. 
Williams had made a careful examin- 
ation of the soil, etc., and concluded 
that it would be useless to sink wells 
there for supply purposes. I annex 
the letter to this communication.

Fort Wmroe, J u l y , X875.

Believing that our city within a 
few year* will need water works, I

The Sotirce of Supply. 


With two large rivers uniting here 
* * there can be no scarcity of 
available water. The St. JOMj^ IS 
the purest stream; springs db'*not 
abound in the district drained by the 
St. Mary*8."The St. Joseph, forty years 
i^o,- was wholly appropriated for the 
supply of the canal. The feeder dam, 
quilt under my direction in 1833, 
was constructed perfectly water tight, 
having scarcely any water in the 
channel 
below 
the dam in 
dry 
seasons. 
* 
* 
The 
amount of water, therefore, passing 
Budisill's Mills in a dry season like 
1874 is very small, much less I pre- 
sume than is supposed by our citizens 
who have not measured it. From fre- 
quent examinations during the dry 
season of 1874, and in previous years, 
I find it IV holly inadequate 
t o t h e sup- 
ply of the city. 


I am aware that some projectors of 
water works for Fort Wayne, not un- 
derstanding the formation, have sup- 
posed it ojily necessary to sink large 
wells a few feet below low water 
mark and the whole supply would 
flow in by nafural filtration. * 
* 
The formation around Fort Wayne, 
as shown by the Maumee bluff below 
the city, and the St. Joseph bluffs, one 
and 
one-half 
miles 
north, 
through 
which 
the 
river 
has cut its way, is chiefly clay 
and the veins of sand and gravel in 
which our wells are found are known 
to be thin. 
There are no broad and 
deep deposits of gravel in this vicin- 
ity, except the railroad gravel pit and 
the bluff above Beaver's mill, both on 
a higher level than the bed of the 
river. I therefore think we should 
fail to find a large supply of water in 
wells along any of our rivers. No 
doubt Home water would be received for 
a time into a well twenty feet in diam 
eter, with arched conduits connecting 
with it. Such supply, however, so far 
as it comes from the riverside mwt 
soon 
l)ecause the interstices in 


the gravel become filled by the sedi- 
ment held in solution. 
Indeed the 
inflow 
from 
the riverside at 
the Columbus works has ceased from 
this cause, as it had ceased at an earli- 
er date at the Dayton works. 
It was 
in view of the failure of such attempts 
to find water wells, which rely on natur- 
al fvliraiiion, that induced Mr. John 
B. Jervis to write ''I would eschew 
all these efibrts lor spring water." 
Nn Rdiahle Supply at hhe Mouth of 
Rudmll's Tail Race. 


On the 16th day of October, 1874, 
examined Rudisill's dam and mill 
race. I had been there eleven days 
before and found the water much the 
same. On the 28th of October, Mr, 
Wilson Smith, at my request, examin- 
ed the wheel and its openings * * * 
From Mr. Smith's examinations we 
estimated the water discharged at say 
1,000,000 to 1,500,000 gallons per day. 
This is but one-third the supply 
wanted for the Fort Wayne water 
works, if it could be passed with regu- 
larity, and it cannot. 


In 1870, I made some examinations, 
having in view then,as now,the future 
supply of the city. 
On the 24th of 
September, the quantity was as small 
as any time in 1874.

I have been thus particular 
^

* 
as there should be no mis- 
take in the sufficiency of the s';;>ply. 
It is safe to place no reliance on waste 
water through the feeder dam during 
low water. 


In the discussion of this question 
eight years ago, 3,000,000 gallons per 
day was assumed to be sufficient, yet 
looking to our future growth and 
the variety of purposes to which 
water can be applied, there should be 
at our command 5,000,000 gallons. 


C-orrcction. 


To thi' Editor of the SENTtNEL: 


Fort Wayne, Ind., Aug. lo, 1879.— 
A 
comnSunicatiou 
signed "Tax- 
pjiyer," in the SJEXTINEL, of last even- 
ing gives from various published re- 
ports, a comparison of cost in pump- 
iiig by steam and water, but it omits 
in the case of water power an impor- 
tant element of the expense, to-wit: 
The cost of the canal by which the 
water is brought to the wheel, and 
also of the dam which raises the water 
to the level of the wheel, is clearly an 
element in the comparison. This ex- 
pense of course varies with the length, 
and cost of these works. 


To illustrate: 
Suppose that Fort 
Wayne should purchase the dam and 
canal erecting our water power, or 
water therefrom for an adequate pump- 
ing power, the annual interest on the 
cost of such purchase, together with 
whatever repairs might be necessary, 
would of course be added to the mere 
cost of pumping water. 


The chief of the Philadelphia water 
department 
in his report of 1875, 
takes this view and adds to the 
water 
power column, the interest o n t h e 
capital 
expended 
in creating t h e 
power. 
H e further adds that in their 
case (in Scuylkill) the cost of creating 
additional water power is so 
consider- 
able as to make steam 
more 
econom- 
ical.

Mrs. Endall, of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
now visiting the family of Mrs. De- 
Wolf at Michigan City, came near 
blowing her brains out Tuesday 
evening by the careless handling of a 
revolver. 


J. J. Terstegge, a well known busi- 
ness man of New Albany,HIjecame vi- 
olently insane on Wednesday.

WATER WORKS. 


A Very Interesting Interview with 


J. D. Cook. 


The Water Works Commit- 


tee Concludes to 


Start Anew. 


Wfcat thi Hajor and Coaneilmen Saw at 


Tiffin. 


AN INTERVIEW WITH MB. OOOK. 
A SENTINEL reporter called upon 


". D. Coot thin morning when the 
followingjnterview took place: 


Question. Did you write the ordi- 


nance introduced by the water works 
committee last Tuesday night? 


Answer. I did not. 
Q. Did you dictate it? 
A. I did not. 
Q. What 
did 
you have to do 


with it? 


A. On Tuesday morning I sug- 


gested to the committee and the city 
attorney that an ordinance should be 
passed at once, so that iron could be 
advertised for speedily, as it IB now 
advancing. I supposed the ordinance 
would be brief and in general terms 
only. I never saw the ordinance that 
wss introduced. 


Q. Did you in your report advise 


the use of either steam or water 
power? 


A. I did not. I said I would recom- 


mend the use of the cheapest and 
most economical power, whatever it 
might be. That question w'aa left 
open for future decision. I did not 
figure on water power because I did 
not knoiv what it could be obtained 
for. 
My estimate covered the cost 


providing only steam was used. 


Q. What action would you advise 


in the premises? 


A. I have no advice to offer. 
It is 


not my province to direct the council 
or the water works board, or to dic- 
tate ordinances. 
It is my duty to 


carry 
out 
their wishes, and to 


give my opinions when called for. 
Whether water 
power or steam 


power is the more desirable depends 
entirely upon the price for which the 
water power can be obtained; When 
this is learned I am ready to make an 
estimate. 


Mr. Cook further said that, in hia 


opinion, 
the 
ordinance 
should 


be a brief one, providing 
for 


the 
erection 
of 
water 
works, 


subject 
to 
such 
modifications 


as to power; supply, pipe distribution, 
etc., aa & majority of the council 
should from time to time deem neces- 
sary. In the progress of the con- 
struction of water works minor 
changes and alterations are always 
found necessary, and it is unwise for 
a council, at the start, to commit 
itself as to details. 


Mr. Cook's statement 
certainly 


places in a very unenviable light those 
councilmen who, on Tuesday night, 
assured the council that the ordinance 
was "dictated by Mr. Cook." 


BACK FROM TIFFIN. 


The mayor, accompanied by Coun- 


cilmen Yordermark, Fox, Muhler and 
Bash returned from Tiffin, 0., this 
morning, where they had been to wit- 
ness the formal opening and test of the 
Holly water works recently com- 
pleted. The works are the property 
of a private company, and they have 
made a contract with the city to fur- 
nish water for 100 hydrants for the 
sum of $9,000 per annum, stipulat- 
ing 
that 
$7,500 
shall be paid 


for each additional hydrant. 
The 


works gave good satisfaction* at the 
test, and are run by direct pressure 
water power. The company say they 
are running water works to make 
money, and that they own works at 
Ottumwa, Ia., and other points, all 
run by water power, which is the only 
way they would construct works at 
all, and would not construct steam 
works under any consideration, as the 
expense would break them up within 
a year. 


ANOTHER BTART. 


The water works' committee met 


this morning in consultation with the 
commissioners and Mr. Cook. After 
an informal discussion it was decided 
to report the following ordinance to- 
night: 


Sec. 1. Be it ordained by the com- 


mon council of thecityof Fort Wayne, 
that water works shall be erected for 
said city, and that said water works 
shall be located and constructed in 
accordance with the report of engineer 
J. D. Cook, which report was received 
by the common council of said city 
at its regular meeting on 
day 


of 
*1879. 


Sec, 2. That for the purpose of fnr- 


nfthing the inhabitants of said city 
with pura and wholesome water, the 
supply of water shall be from wells, 
and either the Spy run or St. Joseph 
river or both as auxiliary supply, and 
that the pumping station and appur- 
tenances for Bawl works shall be lo- 
cated on the property owned by the 
city and known as the city park. 


Beo. 8. That the reservoir of said 


water works shall be located at some 
point situated ID the Seventh ward of 
the city of Fort Wayne.

AN INTEEVIEW WITH MB. OOOK. 
A SENTINEL reporter called upon 
J . D. C!ook this morning when the 
following interview took place: 


Question. Did you write the ordi- 
nance introduced by the water works 
committee last Tuesday night? 
Answer. I did not. 
Q. Did you dictate it? 
A. I did not. 
Q. What did you have to do 
with it? 


A. On Tuesday morning I sug- 
gested to the committee and the city 
attorney that an ordinance should he 
passed at once, so that iron could be 
advertised for speedily, as it it now 
advancing. I supposed the ordinance 
would be brief and in general terms 
only. I never saw the ordinance that 
was introduced. 


Q. Did you in your report advise 
the use of either steam or water 
power? 


A. I did not. I said I would recom- 
mend the use of the cheapest and 
most economical power, whatever it 
might be. That question was left 
open for future decision. 
I did not 
figure on water power because I did 
not knovv what it could be 
obtained 
for. 
My estimate 
covered the cost 
providing only steam was used. 


Q. What action would you advise 
in the premises? 


A. I have no advice to offer. 
It is 
not my province to direct the council 
or the water works board, or to dic- 
tate ordinances. 
It is my duty to 
carry 
out their 
wishes, and to 
ve my opinions when called for. 
ether 
water 
power or steam 
power is the more desirable depends 
entirely upon the price for which the 
water power can be obtained. 
When 
this is learned I am ready to make an 
estimate. 


Mr. Cook further said that, in his 
opinion, 
the ordinance 
should 
be a brief 
one, providing for 
the 
erection 
of 
water 
works, 
subject 
to 
such 
modifications 
as to power, supply, pipe distribution, 
etc., as a majority of the council 
should from time to time deem neces- 
sary. In the progress of the con- 
struction of water 
works 
minor 
chances and alterations are always 
found necessary, and it is unwise for 
a council, at the start, to commit 
itself as to details. 


Mr. 
Cook's 
statement 
certainly 
places in a very unenviable light those 
councilmen who, on Tuesday night, 
assured the council that the ordinance 
was "dictated by Mr. Cook." 


BACK FROM TIFFIN. 


The mayor, accompanied by Coun- 
cilmen Vordermark, Fox, Muhler and 
Bash returned from TiflBn, O., this 
morning, where they had been to wit- 
ness the formal opening and test of the 
Holly 
water works 
recently com- 
pleted. 
The works are the property 
of a private company, and they have 
made a contract with the city to fur- 
nish water for 100 hydrants for the 
sum of $9,000 per annum, 
stipulat- 
ing 
that 
$7,500 
shall be ^ d 
for each additional hydrant. The 
works gave good satisfaction * at the 
test, and are run by direct pressure 
water power. 
The company say they 
are running water works to make 
money, and that they own works at 
Ottumwa, la., and other points, all 
run by water power, which is the only 
way ^ e y would construct works at 
all, and would not construct steam 
works under any consideration, as the 
expense would break them up within 
a year. 


ANOTHEB START. 


The water works committee met 
this morning in consultation with the 
commissioners and Mr. Cook.

The SBNTINEL is informed that the 
finance committee of the city council 
has received a proposition from a New 
York bank to take the entire amount 
of city bonds about to be issued, at 
par, the bonds to bear 5 per- 
cent interest. The bank desires a 
small commission, but this will doubt- 
less be dispensed with and the bonds 
will be taken at par net. The amount 
of funding bonds to be issued is $85,- 
000, and $100,000 ten percent bonds 
are to be taken up, thus effecting an 
annual saving to the city in the mat- 
ter of interest of $5,750, considerably 
more than one-third of the interest 
on $300,000 of water works bonds. 
This shows that the credit of the city 
is first class..
